Santa Claus is getting ready to 
make his way to Fort Erie. 

Jolly old Saint Nick will be the 
main attraction in the 43rd annual 
Greater Fort Erie Santa Claus 

Stephen Passero, co-chairman of 
the annual event, said the parade 
committee’s elves begin organizing 
the event early in the year. 

The parade, which will be held on 
Saturday, Nov. 21, will depart from 
the Fort Erie Race Track parking lot 
at noon and continue down 
Catharine Street, north on Central 
Avenue and east onto Jarvis Street 
where it will finish on Klauck Street. 

This year’s parade will feature a 
wide variety of traditional favour¬ 
ites such as schools, community 

nesses, as well as some entirely 


new additions and a few that are 
making a return to Fort Erie after a 
several year absence. 

Passero said the bands are always 
a highlight and the parade commit¬ 
tee has assembled “a top-notch 
lineup for 2015" featuring marching 
bands from across Niagara, a drum 
and bugle corps from Dansville, NY, 
and the world renowned Burlington 
Teen Tour Band. 

“We started talking with them in 
February and we are excited that they 
have decided to perform for us,” Pas¬ 
sero said. "We are thrilled that they 
will be apart ofthisyear's parade." 

The Burlington Teen Band, one 
of Canada’s oldest and largest 
youth marching bands, was created 
in 1947. The band has performed 
across the world including Eng¬ 
land, Ireland, France, Japan, the 
Netherlands, Belgium and 
Germany. 

The band has performed for 


heads of state, royalty, as well as on 
television and in movies, and at 
many prestigious events such as 
the Rosebowl Parade. 

In addition to the bands and 
floats in the parade itself, there will 
also be performers at various places 
along the parade route to entertain 
spectators while they wait for the 
parade to reach their viewing area.
